U.S. Tanker 
Explodes, 
16 Missing 


CAGLIARI, Sardinia (AP) — 


The 83,882-ton American tanker 
Universe Patriot caught fire aft- 
er an explosion off Sardinia dur- 
ing the night. Sixteen of the 39- 
man crew are missing. 


Two ships picked up the Ger- 


man captain and 16 of his men 
early this morning. Later, lie 
others 
were 
rescued 
after 


spending the night in the rough 
waters in a rubber raft. 


The Cagliari Military Marine 


Headquarters and the Civil Port 
Authority said their earlier re- 
port that 22 men were on the 
raft was mistaken. Only six 
men were aboard according to 
the latest message from the res- 
cue ship, a Panamanian freigh- 
ter. 


Italian officials quoted the 


rescued captain as saying the 
tanker had other rubber rafts 
and the 16 missing men may be 
on them. 
.... 
The captain said the crew in- 


cluded 24 Japanese, and the rest 
of the men were Greek, Indone- 
sian, 
Portuguese, 
German, 


Swedish and Filipino. 


There was no leakage of oil 


because the tanker was bound 
for Tripoli with water ballast in 
her tanks after unloading a car- 
go of crude oil on the French 
coast. 


The Italian Navy reported 


that the fire had died out this 
morning, the sea had calmed 
and the ship was about a mile 
and a half off Capo Pecora, on 
the southwest coast of Sardinia

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


the deathbed vote of a Senate 
patriarch, Robert C. Byrd, a 
West Virginia conservative, has 
deposed Edward M. Kennedy as 
Democratic whip of the Senate. 


In a day of drama, sorrow 


and surprise, Senate Democrats 
gave a more conservative cast 
to their party's leadership—and 
dealt a setback to whatever 
prospect remained that Kenne- 
dy might emerge a contender 
for the 1972 Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 


The crucial vote was that of 


the dying Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell of Georgia, cast by proxy. 
Without it, Byrd said, he never 
Would have run, never would 
have known he had more than 
enough votes to oust Kennedy 
from the party's No. 2*position 
in the Senate. 


The secret vote Thursday was 


31 to-^4, at a caucus Kenafedy 
entered believing he had firm 
commitments of 28 colleagues to 
elect him to a second term as 
whip. 


But it was Byrd, who has 


fashioned his reputation and his 
leadership career as a techni- 
cian, a headcounter, the man on 
hand for the parliamentary er- 
rands, who had the votes. 


For all that, Byrd entered the 


caucus unannounced, awaiting 
word from Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center about Russell's 
condition. 


He had word from Russell's 


staff Monday that the proxy 
vote of the Georgia senator 
would be cast for him. And by 
Byrd's count, that gave him 28 
votes, just enough to win. 


"I made up my mind, if he 


were living, I'd run," Byrd said. 
"If Sen. Russell had not been 
living, I would not have run."

Gillham Dam 
Injunction 
Is Denied 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Fed- 


eral Judge G. Thomas Eisele, 
noting that a preliminary in- 
junction to bar further work on 
Gillham Dam was unnecessary, 
denied Thursday a request for 
such an injunction. 


Eisele said in a memorandum 


opinion that the injunction was 
not needed because the Corps 
of Engineers has no plan for 
further work on the dam in the 
immediate future. 


The 
memorandum 
opinion 


was Eisele's fourth in the case 
filed against the corps last year 
by the Environmental Defense 
Fund, inc. 
' • - .-u . ; 


A hearing on the merits of 


the case is set for Feb. 8. 


The fund is seeking to block 


construction of the dam on 
grounds that it will alter detri- 
mentally the ecology of the Cos- 
satot River and surrounding 
areas. 


The suit alleges that the 


corps has not fulfilled its obli- 
gations under the National En- 
vironmental Policy Act of 1969, 
which requires under certain 
circumstances precautions by 
federal agencies to preserve the 
environment while carrying out 
their functions. 


The Gillham Dam project 


was authorized in 1958, but con- 
struction did not begin until 
1963. The dam is to be an earth 
and rockfill structure 160 feet 
high across the Cossatot River 
about six miles northeast of 
Gillham. 


No work has 
been done 


on the dam itself although 
$9,496,000 has been spent on the 
project so far. The total cost is 
estimated at $14.8 million. 


In his memorandum opinions, 


Eisele has said the evidence 
submitted thus far indicates 
that the ecological 
balance 


would be disturbed by construc- 
tion of the dam. 


He said, however, that attor- 


neys for the corps may be able 
to submit evidence at the up- 
coming hearing to change his 
mind.

dent Nixon, his eye presumably 
fixed on 1972, delivers his State 
of the Union message tonight, 
outlining for Congress and the 
nation "new approaches and 
new initiatives" he thinks will 
ease the country's problems.

Speculation on causes 
included another nerve gas mis- 
hap, radioactivity and the ef- 
fects of noxious loco weed. 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. mili- 


tary analysts think the attack 
on the Phnom Penh airport to- 
day was a direct response to the 
widening American involvement 
in Cambodia. 


These analysts noted that the 


airport has been poorly guarded 
and an inviting target for many 
months. But the Communist 
command did not order the at- 
tack until after the United 
States began providing support 
for the operation to open Cam- 
bodia's highway to the sea and 
stepped up its airlift of war 
materials into the Phnom Penh 
airport. 


Some analysts saw the attack 


as revenge for the highway op- 
eration. It was made less than 
12 hours after Cambodian infan- 
trymen supported by American 
planes and helicopter gunships 
recaptured the heights overlook- 
ing Pich Nil pass, the major en- 
emy strong point blocking the 
highway since Nov. 21.

Newsmen were barred from 


the airport, eight miles outside 
the city, and no accurate count 
of the destruction was available. 
But Cambodian officers said six 
of their air force's eight helicop- 
ters were destroyed and the oth- 
er two were extensively dam- 
aged. 


From a nearby rooftop, it ap- 


peared that few if any military 
planes on the field could fly. 
The military flight line looked 
like a junkyard. 


The destruction of the air 


force was likely to have little if 
any effect on the prosecution of 
the war since most of the air at- 
tacks in Cambodia are flown by 
the U.S. and South Vietnamese 
air forces. But it was a severe 
psychological blow to Premier 
Lon Nol's government. 


Eyewitnesses 
also 
reported 


the closest enemy attack yet to 
the center of Phnom Penh, a 
rocket that landed in a riverside 
shipyard on the edge of down- 
town Phnom Penh. As firemen 
fought the blaze at the yard, a 
battle could be seen close to the 
naval base across another of the 
capital's rivers, with tracer bul- 
lets curving through the night 
sky and numerous explosions 
echoing across the waters.. 


Trucks hauled bodies and 


scores of blood-spattered wom- 
en and children Into Phnom 
Penh from the airport and army 
camp eight miles outside the 
city. The death toll was not 
known, but it was feared it 
would be high. 


North Vietnamese and Viet 


Cong commandos, moving un- 
der cover of a rocket and mor- 
tar bombardment, slipped into 
the gatehouse at the airport's ci- 
vilian terminal during the night 
and killed all the guards.

An announcement by Sen.

Redistricting is necessary be- 


cause of population shifts re- 
flected in the 1970 federal cen- 
sus of Arkansas. The 1st Dis- 
trict and 4th District must take 
on additional counties because 
of population losses and the 2nd 
and 3rd must give up counties 
because of population gains so 
that all four districts will be 
nearly equal in population. 


Under the plan of SB58-HB38, 


the 1st District would be the 
smallest in population with a 
total of 47,628 and the 2nd Dis- 
trict would be the largest with 
486,754, a variance of 15,126. 
The 3rd 
District population 


would be 483,747 and the 4th 
District population would be 
481,174. 


Walmsley, relying on informa- 


tion in Thornton's opinion, said 
he believed the plan approved 
by the Senate was "patently 
constitutional" because of the 
variance. 


"I'm risking the possibility of 


incurring the wrath of your con- 
gressional delegation because I 
believe this plan is unconstitu- 
tional," Walmsley said. 


Bearden said, however, that 


the plan was designed to give 
the 1st District several counties 
that are gaining in population 
so the population changes in the 
districts over the next decade, 
prior to the next census, will not 
vastly alter the populations of 
the districts. 


Thornton's opinion referred to

districts as nearly equal in pop- 
ulation as is practical and the 
plan, therefore, is unconstitu- 
tional, he said. 


Caldwell distributed maps of 


the plan he will introduce Mon- 
day and it had a still smaller 
variance, 2,395. 


Sen. Dorathy Allen of Brink- 


ley spoke for SB58, saying she 
was confident it would meet 
constitutional requirements, that 
she doubted the accuracy of the 
census figures, and that it 
would "take a lot of talking to 
convince me" that the figures 
were correct. 


She said a lot of research had 


gone into the plan, but when 
Walmsley asked who had done 
the research, Mrs. Allen said, 
"I don't care to divulge my 
source." 


Walmsley said he still would 


attempt to bring SB 120 to a 
vote, although he conceded his 
chance of success was bleak. 


He and Henry had fought for 


their own plan, which differed 
from the "alexander plan" only 
in respect to two counties. The 
Batesville senators wanted to 
keep 
Independence 
County, 


their home, in the 2nd District 
under Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., while sending Arkan- 
sas County to the 1st District. 
The Bearden-Day bill would 
send Independence to the 1st, 
keeping Arkansas in the 2nd.

NEW YORK (AP) - "Alias 


Smith and Jones," a western 
adventure series with a saucy 
sense of humor, had its pre- 
miere on ABC Thursday night. 


The basic premise is that a 


pair of outlaws is given a crack 
at amnesty by the governor if 
they can go straight and stay 
out of trouble during their pro- 
bation. 


The hangup is that the author 


of the amnesty is kept a secret 
and they're still on the wanted 
list in the meantime. Each week 
temptation is thrown into their 
path, and they resist it, usually 
by the most devious means pos- 
sible. 


Who cares that it bears more 


than a coincidental similarity to 
"Butch Cassidy and the Sun- 
dance Kid?" The important 
thing is that the show works and 
it is so well done and so bril- 
liantly cast that it is a sheer 
pleasure to watch. 


Stars Pete Duel and Ben Mur- 


phy play well against each other 
as the two outlaws. They toss 
lines back and forth like two 
ballplayers warming up in the 
bullpen. Duel lends his role the 
right kind of gulp-and-go-for- 
broke quality, and Murphy, who 
looks like a young Paul New- 
man, is cool and offhand. 


In the opening episode, which 


came only two weeks after the 
show was tested as a Movie of 
the Week and landed fourth in 
the rating, Duel and Murphy 
were pitted against wily Burl 
Ives in a game of oneupman- 
ship. 


Ives was cast as the guy who 


owns practically everything in 
town and aims to keep it that 
way. Normally, this kind of a 
role calls for a menacing ap- 
pearance and a pack of gun- 
slingers who like to lean on peo- 
ple. Instead, Ives played it like 
foxy grandpa and it was just the 
right touch. 


This is the first new western 


since the uproar over violence 
2% years ago and the fact that 
the stars have to stay out of 
trouble, rather than go looking 
for it, is a big plus in that re- 
spect. 


"Alias 
Smith 
and Jones" 


could go a long way toward 
shoring up ABC's disastrous 
Thursday 
schedule, "Be- 


witched" is the only show re- 
maining from the fall lineup. 
"Make Room for Granddaddy" 
and "Dan August" were shifted 
from other nights. 


What the show doesn't have in 


its favor is that it's up against 
some tough competition at 7:30 
p.m. NBC's Flip Wilson is the 
only new runaway hit of the sea- 
son and CBS's "Family Affair" 
has more staying power than a 
10-ton rock in a hurricane. 


Ordinarily, a western appeals 


to the kids and older adults who 
watch "Family Affair" and the 
Jim Nabors show, which follows 
on CBS. But its tongue-in-cheek 
attitude, two handsome stars 
and obvious attempt to catch 
some 
of 
the 
popularity 
of 


"Butch Cassidy" is an appeal 
for the young adults who watch 
Flip Wilson. 


So either "Alias Smith and 


Jones" is going to siphon view- 
ers away from both opposing 
shows, as it must to stay in 
business. Or it's going to go no- 
where and ABC is going to be in 
deeper trouble Thursday nights.

Hero Finds 
Fans Sometimes 
Fade Quickly

BUENOS AIRES, (AP) — A 


year ago, Jean-Pierre Beltoise 
left Argentina as a local hero, 
winner of the 1970 Argentine 
•sports auto race. 
: "• 


He leaves today, charged with 


negligent homicide, under bond 
of $15,000 and object of local 
abuse, from press and fans 
alike. His career as a leading 
auto race driver may be ended 
and at the very least seriously 
jeopardized. 


The difference was a fatal ac- 


cident in the 1971 race that 
killed Italian 
driver Ignazio 


Giunti. Beltoise was the key fac- 
tor in the accident. 


A local judge Thursday ruled 


that evidence to date showed 
that Beltoise was guilty of negli- 
gent homicide. He ordered the 
33-year-old Frenchman arrest- 
ed, and then released him on 
bond. 


Beltoise will be allowed to 


leave for 60 days but will have 
to return at the end of that peri- 
od to again face the courts for a 
final determination in the case. 
He still could be found innocent. 


Beltoise declined to comment 


on the judge's action, but did 
confirm he would leave for 
France today. 


Beltoise, driving for the Ma- 


tra team, ran out of fuel on the 
38th lap of the Argentine 1,000- 
kilometer sports auto race Jan. 
10. He got out and began push- 
ing his Matra toward the pits, a 
considerable distance away. 


A number of cars went safely 


around the Matra which Bel- 
toise was pushing at some con- 
siderable strain in a criss-cross 
path in the center of the track. 
But when Giunti rounded a hair- 
pin curve he was unable to 
avoid the stalled 
car 
and 


smashed into it from behind. 


The Ferrari 
exploded 
in 


flames, and the popular young 
Italian driver was trapped in- 
side the burning car in front of 
the thousands of fans in the 
main grandstand.

"a highly imprudent act...(that) 
can be considered as the deter- 
mining cause of the tragedy 
that occurred..." 


He said this was irrespective

Matthews and five others will 


be inducted into the Arkansas 
Hall of Fame tonight at Hot 
Springs. The other inductees 
are Foy Hammons, Pat Sum- 
merall, Frank H. "Swede" Mc- 
Cormack and Eddie Hanun. 


"He wanted perfection, that's 


all, just perfection," said Bob- 
by Hannon, Matthews' quarter- 
back in 1951-52. "He didn't miss 
a thing. 


"His great gift was that he 


could make everybody play a 
little better than they knew 
how," said Hannon, who guid- 
ed Hot Springs to the state 
championship last fall. "A lot 
of boys with very average abil- 
ity played for him, won for 
him, made all - conference. 
Whatever your potential was, 
he got every bit of it, and 
sometimes a lot more." 


Matthews played high school 


football at Atkins and was a 
freshman at Arkansas Tech in 
1940. 


Marvin "Shorty" Salmon was 


an established back when Mat- 
thews arrived at Tech and he 
remembers that on the first 
day of practice Matthews was 
"knocking everybody around — 
all the upperclassmen — and 
then laughing and 
ragging

Salmon 'persuaded the block-

"Well, I thought he'd tear me 


apart before I got loose from 
him," Salmon says. "Of course, 
he made the tackle, too, and 
that was about the last time 
anybody asked to tangle with 
Wilson Matthews. 


"He had the most amazing 


knack of finding the football 
I've ever seen," Salmon said. 
"No matter what, if you were 
carrying the ball, you couldn't 
hide from Wilson Matthews. He 
did the kind of things that no- 
body has ever learned how to 
teach." 


Matthews was a linebacker 


on defense and played guard on 
offense 
before switching 
to 


blocking back in his second 
year at Tech. The Russellville 
school was a junior college at 
the time and after two years 
there Matthews enrolled at the 
University of Arkansas in 1942. 
The following year he entered 
the Marines, was in the V-12 
program at Arkansas A&M and 
played on the military team 
formed at Monticello. The team 
opened their season with a 20- 
12 victory over Arkansas at 
Fayetteville. 


Matthews' coaching career 


began at Rogers in 1944. After 
accepting the position, he re- 
turned to Russellville seeking 
advice from Tucker. 


"He said two things I've al- 


ways remembered," Matthews 
said. "Don't go out on the field 
to coach without looking and 
acting like a coach and, it 
doesn't matter how you chew 
out a boy, or how strong you 
make it, if you can take it off 
later in the day with a wink, or 
a word."

Proper Medical Regimen 
Will Help Ulcer Victims 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


SHORT RIBS 


One of the basic principles 


in treating a peptic ulcer is 
to neutralize the acid-pepsin 
juice. Milk, baking soda and 
other home remedies have 
this effect. The amount of 
acid generated by the stom- 
ach can be enormous and it 
is important to take enough 
antiacid medicine to fully 
neutralize it. The usual mis- 
take is not taking enough 
long e n o u g h . The patient 
gets relief from his pain and 
stops taking the medicine 
his doctor prescribed. 


No one antacid is ideal 


but those prepared from alu- 
minum hydroxide either in 
tablet or liquid form with 
other ingredients are the 
best. These will not overdo 
the job and cause the body 
chemistry to become too 
alkaline, creating other prob- 
lems. 


Baking soda taken in large 


amounts can be harmful. 


The rule is, take lots of 


antacid, take it regularly 
and don't stop until the doc- 
tor tells you to. The amount 
one person needs to take 
may greatly e x c e e d the 
amount a n o t h e r person 
needs. The difference is in 
how much acid-pepsin juice 
the stomach forms. 


The second type of medi- 


cine used in treating ulcers 
acts by inhibiting the stom- 
ach from forming too much 
digestive juice. These usu- 
ally chemically block the 
nerve to the stomach and 
often cause dryness of the 
mouth if they are effective. 
You need a doctor's pre- 
scription for these.

paid to diet these days, with 
more reliance on drugs, it is 
important.

Thmt's Posf 
Sought by 
Finn Envoy

(AP) 
— A 47-year-old Finn is 


the first man to enter the field 
to succeed U Thant as secre- 
tary-general of the United Na- 
tions. 


Ambassador Max Jakobson, a 


historian and former newsman, 
has headed Finland's U.N. dele- 
gation since April 1965. He en- 
tered his country's foreign serv- 
ice 12 years before as press at- 
tache in Washington. 


Thant announced Monday that 


he would retire when his term 
ends in December. After his an- 
nouncement, the U.N. delegates 
from the other Nordic countries 
Norway, 
Sweden, 
Denmark 


and Iceland—met with Jakobson 
and endorsed his candidacy, a 
Nordic diplomat said. 


The Finnish Foreign Ministry 


said on Wednesday that it was 
consulting other 
governments 


and was gratified to note that 
Jakobson was "widely recog- 
nized as a person who ... ful- 
fills the requirements made on 
the secretary-general." 


The endorsement of both the 


United States and the Soviet Un- 
ion is crucial to any candidate 
for secretary-general, but nei- 
ther U.S. nor Soviet spokesmen 
would comment on Jakobson's 
prospects. 


"It is too early to comment on 


questions of succession at this 
time," said a spokesman for the 
U.S. 
mission. "We, of course, 


have a high regard for Ambas- 
sador Jakobson personally and 
for the role which Finland is 
playing in the United Nations."

Because a lot of em- 
phasis is put on using milk 
and cream, it is important 
to warn against eating too 
much of the saturated fats. 
Skim milk has just as much 
protein and avoids the prob- 
lem. Many patients with ul- 
cers develop high cholesterol 
and other medical difficul- 
ties, i n c l u d i n g excessive 
weight gain because care 
was not taken to avoid over- 
loading with saturated fat. 


The caffeine in coffee stim- 


ulates the formation of acid- 
pepsin juice. Coffee should 
be eliminated entirely. A 
coffee substitute free of caf- 
feine may be used. Colas 
and other stimulating drinks 
should also be eliminated. 


With proper care an ulcer 


patient can take most medi- 
cines but the indiscriminate 
use of aspirin is harmful. Ul- 
cer patients should only take 
it with an antacid tablet and 
just after eating, never on an 
empty stomach. 


Cigarette smokers h a v e 


far more ulcers than non- 
smokers and it is better if 
this habit is discontinued. 


Alcohol irritates both the 


lining of the digestive tract 
and stimulates the forma- 
tion of acid-pepsin juice. 


Attention to the emotional 


and stressful aspects of the 
patient's life is important, 
too. If life situations are im- 
p r o v e d adequately and a 
proper medical regimen fol- 
lowed, most people can be 
helped. There may be re- 
missions but these can be 
minimized if the above prin- 
ciples are followed.

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Bird Feeding 
Ground Is 
Threatened 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Scientists say the mammoth oil 
slick 
spreading 
around 
San 


Francisco is endangering frag- 
ile ecology of Bolinas Lagoon, 
one of the last feeding grounds 
for nesting colonies of the great 
blue heron and white egret. 


Hundreds of volunteers have 


converged on the mouth of the 
lagoon 20 miles north of San 
Francisco in an attempt to pre- 
vent an inch-thick slick result- 
ing from a tanker collision from 
entering 
the 
bird 
feeding 


grounds. 


A floating boom was placed 


across the mouth of the lagoon. 
Workers spread straw on the 
oil, then raked the oil-saturated 
straw ashore by the tons. 


An estimated 1,500 oil-covered 


birds have been brought to 
cleaning stations set up through- 
out the region, but experts say 
they are afraid more than 90 
per cent will die. 


Dr. Martin Griffin, a director 


of the Audubon Canyon Ranch 
near the lagoon, said oil could 
poison vital marine life in the 
mud, such as ghost shrimp, a 
primary food for the birds. 


The Audubon Canyon Ranch 


is the last major Pacific Coast 
nesting colony for the great blue 
heron and the egret, which get 
most of their food from Bolinas 
Lagoon, Griffin said. 


Herons are now returning to 


their 
traditional 
nesting 


grounds, and the egret are ex- 
pected within a few weeks, said 
Clerin Zumwalt, ranch natural- 
ists. None of the herons have 
been coated with oil yet, he 
said. 


There were no reports of oil 


endangering seals and sea lions 
which inhabit the waters of the 
San Francisco area. 


Some 500,000 to 1.9 million 


gallons of ship fuel oil oozed out 
of the tanker Oregon Standard 
after it collided with the Arizona 
Standard in dense fog near the 
Golden Gate Bridge early Mon- 
day. 


The slick spread over large 


portions of San Francisco Bay 
and the ocean from Point Reyes 
National Seashore, 30 miles to 
the north, to below Pacifica, 20 
miles south. 


A Coast Guard spokesman 


said Wednesday that an aerial 
survey showed the bulk of the 
slick in the bay 
had 
been 


cleaned up by Standard Oil re- 
finery workers and volunteers. 
Doubts Account

mer Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk says he doubts an account 
of a private interview with Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy contained in the 
Khrushchev memoirs. 


"I find it very hard to believe 


that Robert Kennedy told the 
Russian ambassador in a pri- 
vate conversation that he was 
afraid the Army was going to 
take over the United States at 
the time of the Cuban missile 
crisis," Rusk declared in a talk 
to a civic club meeting Wednes- 
day. 


Rusk, now a law professor at 


the University of Georgia, add- 
ed however that the memoirs, 
first published by Life maga- 
zine, are "worth reading on the 
basis that they might very well 
be Mr. Khrushchev's words ed- 
ited along the way by some un- 
known characters."

Russell Was 
Great Loss 
to Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rich- 


ard Russel never married, said 
an acquaintance, because he 
was "too damn busy" bestowing 
his attentions 14 and 16 hours a 
day on half a century's duty in 
high public office. 


When the Georgia Democrat 


died Thursday, the Senate lost 
its president pro tern and most 
experienced member. And the 
Old South lost in his gentle 
drawl the mightiest voice it had 
in Washington. 


Richard Brevard Russell, at 


73, had been hospitalized since 
Dec. 8 at the Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center, fighting the last 
of many struggles over the past 
dozen years with a respiratory 
ailment. 


But almost to the end the slen- 


der, six-foot-one Russell had re- 
fused to ease his work pace. 
When doctors thought a year 
ago he might have cancer, he 
was almost apologetic about 
having to leave the .Senate 25 
minutes daily for cobalt treat- 
ment. 


After learning of Russell's 


death, less than Wi hours after 
the 92nd Congress convened, po- 
litical friends and enemies eu- 
logized him in the warmest of 
terms. 


Calling the Georgian one of 


the nation's greatest sons, Pres- 
ident Nixon said "when the se- 
curity of the United States was 
the issue, six American presi- 
dents leaned upon this great pa- 
triot; he never failed them." 


Russell joined the Senate as 


its youngest member in 1933, 
brimming with enthusiasm for 
Franklin Roosevelt's New Deal, 
and returned six times over for 
another 
term—a 
record 


matched by only two other men. 


Through a masterful applica- 


tion of seniority and friendships 
built with a quietly courteous 
manner, he rose first to become 
chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee and then the Appro- 
priations Committee, positions 
which afforded him enormous 
influence in both foreign and 
domestic policy. 


When the French left South- 


east Asia in 1954 and Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles rec- 
ommended the United States 
send military adviers to South 
Vietnam, Russell protested bit- 
terly to President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower. 


"You send 200 advisers now, 


you'll send 20,000 before it's 
over," he told Eisenhower. But 
Dulles prevailed, and despite 
Russell's early objections, the 
senator eventually became a 
staunch supporter of the war ef- 
fort. 


"I started out as what they 


call a dove," he said a few 
years ago, "But when the com- 
mander in chief committed our 
flag and our forces to that un- 
happy land, he committed me. 
History has turned me into a 
screaming hawk." 


For all his power, Russell did 


little in his last 18 years to en- 
courage 
public attention for 


himself outside of Georgia. 


It was different, however, in 


1948 and 1952 when, disenchant- 
ed with President-Harry S. Tru- 
man's economic policies, Rus- 
sell sought his party's White 
House nomination, arguing that 
government should lighten its 
rein now tnat the nation was 
Lark u:i its feet 


But each tune he captured 


only the votes of Southern dele- 
gates, though Truman himself 
observed that "If Kut&ell had

feasible. 
Buried 
cable 
is 


protected from adverse weather 
and also helps enhance the 
natural beauty of the surroun- 
ding area." 


The telephone company also 


will install about 1000 new long 
distance 
calling 
circuits 


throughout the state this year to 
expand this service. 


Southwestern Bell predicts it 


will gain some 39,000 telephones 
in Arkansas this year and will 
end the year with 666,000 phones 
in service. 


Bayles said the company 


expects to be serving 1 million 
telephones in the state by 1980, 
reflecting the predicted growth 
in Arkansas during the decade 
been from Indiana or Missouri 
or Kentucky, he may very well 
have been president of the Unit- 
ed States."

Widespread 
Air Operations 
in Cambodia

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


United States has intensified its 
air power against North Viet- 
namese troops in Cambodia be- 
cause the threat of an enemy of- 
fensive in South Vietnam has 
eased, Pentagon sources say. 


But evidence suggests wide- 


spread American air operations 
in Cambodia for much of the 
last six months, although offi- 
cial U.S. spokesmen have tried 
to play down the scope. 


Only this week did the Penta- 


gon finally acknowledge a wider 
range of air support of South 
Vietnamese 
and 
Cambodian 


troops in Cambodia. 


In a war in which semantics 


has assumed a significant role, 
the Nixon administration has 
backed away from the previous- 
ly used narrow term "interdic- 
tion"—destruction or interrup- 
tion of enemy supplies and 
troops—and moved to the broad- 
er "air combat and logistic ac- 
tivities," meant to include di- 
rect cover for friendly ground 
forces in Cambodia. 


There are indications the ad- 


ministration delayed admitting 
the full scope of American air 
activity in hopes this would pre- 
vent even more restrictive ac- 
tions by Congress, which has de- 
creed no U.S. ground troops or 
advisers enter '.he Cambodian 
war. 


But 
now 
Senate 
doves. 


aroused by reports of heavy 
U.S. air attacks in Cambodia, 
are talking afjuut new hearings 


and complaining the adminis- 
tration has stretched the intent 
of Congress. 


The administration has come 


out more openly now perhaps 
because 
eyewitness 
reports 


make it difficult to deny what's 
going on. 


Pentagon officials say use of 


American air power has evolved 
as the situation has changed. 


They claim the move to appJy 


heavier U.S. air power against 
the enemy in Cambodia sterns 
in large part from judgments, 
based on intelligence informa- 
tion, that the North Vietnamese 
are likely not to mount a major 
offensive in South Vietnam dur- 
ing the months ahead. 


This, they say, opens an op- 


portunity to set back the North 
Vietnamese 
in Cambodia to 


make sure they are unable to 
re-establish their old sanctuar- 
ies along the South Vietnamese 
Under and their old major sup- 
pi;, route from the sea.

defensible borders," Mrs. Meir 
said in an interview with the Is- 
raeli newspaper Maariv. 


Egypt called this week for es- 


tablishment of a U.N. peace- 
keeping force in which the Unit- 
ed States, the Soviet Union, 
Britain and France, as perma- 
nent members of the U.N. Secu- 
rity Council, would participate. 


Israel has made plain it op- 


poses any Big Four role in a 
Middle East settlement. 


In Beirut, Premier Saeb Sal- 


am told a closed session of par- 
liament that Lebanon plans to 
set up a missile defense system 
to ward off Israeli attacks. 


Lebanese deputies disclosed 


today that the missiles will be 
part of a "comprehensive de- 
fense plan" that will also in- 
clude purchase of other modern 
weapons for 
the 
15,000-man 


army. 


Salam said the government 


soon will seek approval of the 
defense plan from parliament, 
the members said, adding that 
the premier believes a peaceful 
Middle East settlement "still is 
far away" and Lebanon must 
move quickly to strengthen its 
defenses. 


Salam gave no details about 


the missile net or where Leba- 
non plans to purchase it. But a 
French press report in Septem- 
ber 1969 said Lebanon 
had 


bought from South Africa a sys- 
tem of French low-altitude Cro- 
tale missiles, with first deliver- 
ies due at the end of 1971. Beirut 
never denied the report. 


The purchase from South Afri- 


ca was a technicality, the report 
said, to get around the French 
government's embargo on arms 
deliveries to Middle East coun- 
tries.

army plan to install antiaircraft 
missiles at 
strategic 
points 


along the border with Israel. 


The costs of the Crotale con- 


tract never were disclosed, but 
government sources said $65 
million was earmarked for the 
country's new defense plan in 
1971. 


The Crotale is a radar-guided 


antiaircraft missile with a six- 
mile range and a 33-pound war- 
head. It is fired from a truck 
with a second vehicle carrying 
the guiding unit. 


Salam announced the missile 


plan during a secret parliamen- 
tary debate about an Israeli 
commando raid last week on a 
Palestinian guerrilla base 28 
miles inside Lebanon on the 
Mediterranean coast. The raid- 
ers flew in by helicopter. 


Israel said the raid was in re- 


taliation for recent guerrilla 
raids and shelling attacks from 
Lebanese territory.
